Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature that has previously been classified by the Classification Office. The 
film Partisan was classified as Unrestricted: suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and 
over, with the descriptive note ‘Violence and content that may disturb’. The decision was 
registered on 17 June 2015 (OFLC ref. 1500329.000). The feature on this DVD is identical. 

The feature is a festival film about a man who is raising a group of children to be assassins. The 
DVD also contains two short films made by the same director, Deeper Than Yesterday and 
Young Love. The publication also contains behind the scenes interview footage, three music 
videos, and four trailers for other films. 

The current publication contains some additional sexual and violent material in the short film 
Deeper Than Yesterday, which has a strong impact on the viewer. This involves a Russian 
submarine crew arguing and assaulting each other, and having sexual intentions with the body of 
a woman they find drowned in the ocean, as well as a scene of masturbation. Offensive language 
in this short film , as well as violent and sexual themes in the other short film and trailers, 
increases the impact of the DVD. This material likely to adversely affect the development of 
impressionable children and younger teenagers who are still in the process of forming sexual 
attitudes and behaviour. Taken in the context of the DVD as a whole, the material requires a 
change in classification from the original feature. The DVD is classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years. 


This classification takes into account the right to freedom of expression as stated in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act. This restriction on availability is the minimum necessary to prevent 
likely injury to public good.
